This Department is requesting the Contractor to install and program a new
identicard access control system. The identicard system will control personnel
and gate entrance operations on one of the two vehicle gates. In addition, all
CCTV cameras at the facility will be recording locally and networked to the
Vicon Kollector Recording System currently operating at Jardine Water
Purification Plant via an existing remote telephone connection. All equipment
shall be monitored and operated remotely from Jardine Water Purification Plant
and the South Water Purification Plant security office on Elevation floor + 17 .

In addition, the Contractor will be required to install a Uninterruptable Power
System(UPS) in the guardhouse, and also rearrange the concrete barriers to
facilitate secured vehkle entry to the plant.

Estimated duration of this Project is Ninety(90) calendar days.
